1. This action is responsive to amendment received on Sep. 19, 2005. Claims 2-5, 
38, 39 and 43 were canceled. Claims 1, 6, 7, 9, 11, 33, 41 and 44 were amended. 

Election/Restrictions

subclass 224. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 

together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate 
utility such as communicate messages for a plurality of users by using a data 
synchronization model. Invention III has separate utility such as user to user messaging 
system to communicate user to user messages between a plurality of users in real time. 
Invention IV has a separate utility such as maintaining state information for each of the 
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user devices used by the user associated witli said persona agent, the states 
information including device presence information.
